Delinquent Collections Up 10 
Per Cent Over Those Of 
1935 Under New Plan 


More than $50,000,000 worth of 
property wa3 restored to Los An¬ 
geles County tax rolls through 
payment of tax redemptions the 
first four months of the fiscal 
year, it was revealed today by 
the office of the County Tax 
Collector. 

A tabulation by T. E. Tanner, 
in charge of tax delinquency col¬ 
lections, shows that for the four 
months of July, August, Septem¬ 
ber, and October and to the 
nineteenth of November the sum 
of $4,461,849.15 was paid on de¬ 
linquent taxes. More than 90,000 
properties were involved. 

For the same period last year 
the delinquency collections totaled 
$4,006,321.25 so that the improve¬ 
ment this year is better than 10 
per cent. 

Mr. Tanner also reported that 
since June 1, 1936 there have 
been more than 4,500 new ac¬ 
counts opened with his office 
under the 10-payment plan which 
permits the staggering of past 
delinquencies over the ten an¬

Imagine it . . . Few toys, few 
gifts, few holiday feasts, and lit¬ 
tle of peaceful relaxation in the 
warm laughter and cheerful mood 
that normally come with the 
Yuletide. 

Maritime paralysis hurts every¬ 
one. The public suffers. So does 
labor, capital, and even a com¬ 
peting industry. California is 
forced to win a joyous holiday 
season despite the shipping tieup. 
And Hawaii faces the dismal 
prospect of being strikebound at 
Christmas time. 


WHAT’S THE HURRY 

Isn’t all this talk about the 
possibility of a third term for 
President Roosevelt a little ri¬ 
diculous ? After all, he has not 
yet even begun his second term, 
and won’t, officially, until the in¬ 
augural on January 20. 

Furthermore, the history of 
American presidents is strewn 
with the sorrows of those who 
had thoughts of trifling with the 
precedent set by George Wash¬ 
ington when he “abdicated” after 
eight years at the helm, although 
nothing forced him to do so save 
his own ideas on democracy. 

That precedent stopped Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt, even though he 
had served one term and part of 
another. Coolidge, in a similar 
position, was deeply disappointed 
when his enigmatic “I do not 
choose to run” failed to stir up 
a popular clamor to “draft” him 
into candidacy. 

President Roosevelt has a big 
four-year job ahead. He’s not 
likely, at least for another three 
and a half years, to be contem 
plating a plunge into third term 
trouble. He has been quoted as 
saying that when the new chief 
steps in four years hence, he will 
be in Hyde Park “having the 
time of my life.” 

So until 1940 rolls around, any 
conjecture to the contrary can be 
nothing but very idle guesswork. 

But the guessing goes on. A1 
ready they’re asking, if not 
Roosevelt, who then will be the 
Democratic standard bearer ? 
They’re talking of the ineligi 
bility of two otherwise logical 
contenders, Secretary Hull be¬ 
cause he’s overage, and Senator 
Wagner because of foreign birth. 
They’re talking of the possibilities 
for Secretary Wallace, for Sena¬ 
tor Clark of Missouri, for Gov¬ 
ernor Earle of Pennsylvania, for 
this man and that man. 

It’s all very interesting. But 
how about letting the ghosts of 
presidential politics lie buried for 
a while between elections? There 
is work to be done in keeping 
this nation of ours marching for¬ 
ward.

AN XMAS SUGGESTION 


A Christmas suggestion— for 
your own protection drive a bit 
more slowly and carefully during 
the holiday season. Accident per¬ 
ils increase with heavier traffic, 
the shopping crowds, and general 
festive spirit during the latter 
part of December. 

Even an apparently minor mis¬ 
hap may cost you your right to 
drive a car. If a traffic accident 
judgment is rendered against a 
motorist and he fails to pay it 
within 15 days after it becomes 
final, his operator’s license and 
car registration are forthwith 
suspended. Car licenses are con¬ 
fiscated by the motor vehicle de¬ 
partment upon notification by the 
court. 

This is done on property dam¬ 
age judgment exceeding $100 or 
one in any amount for personal 
injury or death. License suspen¬ 
sions in such instances remain in 
effect until judgment is paid and 
until proof is given of financial 
responsibility sufficient to meet 
any future judgment in a traffic 
accident case. 

After a judgment is saitsfied, 
at least up to certain amounts, it 
is necessary to obtain either an 
insurance policy or a surety bond 
or to deposit cash with the De¬ 
partment of Motor Vehicles in 
order to obtain reinstatement of 
the license and the registration of 
the motor vehicle.

Looking backward on 1936 and 
reading the stars on 1937, with 
the annual outlook reports of the 
United States Bureau of Agricul¬ 
tural Economics as guide and 
mentor, here are the high spots 
of the farm picture as California 
agriculture makes ready for the 
new year: 

1—Materially increased con¬ 
sumer-demand for farm products 
during 1936; a prospect of con¬ 
tinued improvement during 1937, 
with most economists expecting 
about a 10 per cent upturn in 
general business and industry. 

2—Promise of a better stand¬ 
ard of living for farmers during 


the new year. The gross cash 
income from agriculture (na¬ 
tionally) increased 11 per cent 
during 1935 and the outlook for 
’37 is a continuation of the up¬ 
ward trend. The improvement in 
income during the year just end¬ 
ing reflected a larger volume of 
, farm products marketed together 
'with higher prices for meat ani¬ 
mals, dairy products and fruits 

3— A 15 per cent gain in agri¬ 
cultural exports from the United 
States during 1936, with exports 
reaching a total of $766,304,000 
but with the future unpredictable' 
due to unsettled European condi¬ 
tions. The increase in export vol¬ 
ume (the first since 1932) was 
accounted for by heavier sales in 
foreign markets of cotton, fruit 
and tobacco. Exports of meats, 
wheat and several other grains— 
the commodities most seriously 
affected by the drought—dropped 
to low levels. 

4— A quickened demand for 
farm properties. Farm purchases 
during 1936, were almost as num¬ 
erous as during 1929. Emergency 
financing by governmental agen¬ 
cies is steadily giving place to 
more normal activities in the 
field of mortgage credit, with pri¬ 
vate agencies beginning to lend 
money more freely. Low interest 
rates arc playing a significant 
part in farm financing. Should 
such low rates continue, they will 
undoubtedly serve to increase 
farm land values. In the nation 
aa a whole, farm real estate 
values are 4 per cent higher than 
a year ago 12 per cent higher 
than in 1933. 

5— A sharp decline in the num¬ 
ber of farm bankruptcies. The 
number of farm bankruptcies 
rose to a peak of 7,872 in 1925; 
declined gradually to 4,023 in 
1931; then increased to 5,917 in 
1933. Since then they have again 

. been declining. The number last 
i year was 4,311. 


The first marketing month of 
this new avocado season will re¬ 
turn Calavo-avocado growers an 
average price appriximately 40 
per cent higher than did" the 
same month of the record sea- 
season two years ago, it was an- I 
nounced yesterday. This higher I 
average return was achieved de- ! 
spite a 15 per cent greater ton¬ 
nage of fruit being marketed 
than during the same month two 
years ago due to the extended 
market created through advertis¬ 
ing.

Should the board agree to put 
up its share of $300, there is no 
certainty that the government 
agency would act, Hartman as¬ 
serted. The board’s plans would 
simply be forwarded to Wash¬ 
ington, with a "recommendation” 
for action. Whether the action 
would be forthcoming, officials 
had no way of knowing, they 
told the Sierra Madreans. 

Should the board agree to fur¬ 
nish only a part of the materials 
the project would automatically 
take a back seat and chances of 
it ever gettin ganywhere would 
be even slimmer, Hartman said.
